Correspondence Between Mr. Iselin and the 
Earl Is Made Public. 

New York, Sept. 17. — Ex-Commodore 
James D. Smith, Chairman of the America 
Cup committee, gave the following corre- 
spondence to the press this forenoon, and in 
handing it over he said: “The letter first 
submitted from Mr. Iselin explains itself, 
1 do not know where to apply to Lord Dun- 
raven to get a copy of Mr. Iselin’s letter of- 
fering to resail the protested race of Sept. 
10, but the following correspondence shows 
the facts, as Mr. Iselin’s letter of Sept. 10 
also does. The fact of his desire to resail 
the last two races, or, failing in this, to sail 
the whole match over, was most magnani- 
mous and liberal on Mr. Iselin’ s part, a fact 
which surely none can deny.” 

Following is a copy of the letter sent yes- 
terday by Mr. Iselin to Mr. Smith; 

Sept. 16.—Dear Mr. Smith: I inclose copies of 
Dunravén’s two letters to me. Unfortunately I 
did not keep a copy of the short note I sent him 
about resatling Tuesday’s-race, but as he has my 
permission to publish it you can, of course, obtain 
a copy from him. I consider’it most unfortunate 
that we could not have devised some way whereby 
the last two races could have been resailed. 

I still hold that if Dunraven and myself had con- 
sented to have the races resailed the committee 
‘could have so ordered, and without In any way 
affecting its position. Now, of course, ft is. too 
late to do anything, and all I ask is that my offers 
be fully set.forth in the report of your committee— 
namely, my hailing at the time of start and finish 
of the last race: my asking for a meeting of the 


Cup committee the next day; my offer to resall ° 


both races; and my willingness to begin the whole 
match over again, under any conditions and at any 
place and time agreeable to Dunraven. Very truly 
yours, Cc.

No. 439 Fifth avenue, Sept. 11.—Dear Mr. Iselin: 
I have received your note in which you.express a 
wish that yesterday's race showld be resailed.

WEST CHICAGO FIRM. 


STOCK RECOVERS FROM THE 


BREAK OF MONDAY, 


Issue of the Additional $1,000,000 in Cer- 
tificates of Indebtedness Does Not Have 
a Lasting Effect—Lake Street “LL” Ke- 
mains Firm x<hrough the Kecent Fluct- 
uations—Kumors of an Advantageous 
Contract with the Union Loop—Alley “L” 
Neorganization Pian Hangs Fire. 

Great interest was manifested in West 
Chicago yesterday after the heavy declire 
of Monday. It opened at 125, the closing 
price of the night of before, and during the 
day it developed some little strength, reach- 
ing 126 and closing at 125% regular and 125% 
account. The announcement of the action 
of the Board of Directors in authorizing the 
issue of $1,000,000 in certificates of indebted- 


“ness did not seem to have a lasting effect 


upon the market. The expenditures which 


‘have been made by the West Chicago for the 


construction of new lines and the equip- 
ping of cross-town lines with electricity did 
not come in the nature of an entire surprise 
to brokers. It was known the company had 
incurred this expense and that it must be 
paid in some way. The issue of certificates 
of indebtedness drawing 6 per cent interest 
was considered as being a better move for 
stockholders than would be the issuance of 
this amount of new stock. It is expected 
stock will pay dividends exceeding the per 
cent interest which will be paid on these cer- 
tificates. It is reported the sales which were 
made Monday were principally for account 
of the Philadelphia syndicate, which is said 
to have taken on some 5,000 shares last year. 

Lake street ‘“‘L” is practically the only 
stock which has not been affected seriously 
in the recent fluctuation. It has held up 
well and yesterday it sold at from 22% at 
the opening to 22 acount and closed at 21% 
regular. It is reported an advantageous 
contract has been made on behalf of the 
Lake street “‘L’’ with the union loop for the 
use of that portion of its tracks from Mar- 
ket street to*Wabash avenue. The union 
loop has now reached a point where there 
seems to be no doubt of its speedy comple- 
tion, and the Lake street structure from 
Market to Wabash will form the north line 
of the loop. It has been reported that the 
Lake street would receive $500,000 for this, 
which amount would pay the debts of the 
company, including the sum advanced for 
the payment of interest due last January. 
The Wabash avenue extension will be in 
operation within the next few days, and 
this, it is expected, will add largely to the 
passenger traffic of the company. Mr. 
Yerkes announced in an interview in Tuy 
TRIBUNE of Tuesday morning that an effort 
would be made to make arrangements for 
connecting with surface roads at the west- 
ern end of the line, which would have the ef- 
fect of giving the Lake street more passen- 
gers. These facts coupled with the increase 
which is likely to come with cold weather 
may account for the strong feeling on Lake 
street. 


It was announced yesterday that the Union : 


Loop had secured signatures for 848 feet 
more frontage on Wabash avenue than is 
needed to go before theCouncil with an ordi- 
nance, and that other property-owners had 
announced theif willingness to sign. As soon 
as the ordinance introduced Monday becomes 
a law, if it should be passed and receive the 
approval of the Mayor, work will begin, and 
it will be pushed as rapidly as possible to- 
wards completion. 

Nothing decisive has been done in the mat- 
ter of the Reorganization committee of the 
Alley “L."” Chairman John\J. Mitchell an- 
nounced yesterday 4,000 shares had been 
added to the number which had previously 
been secured. Mr. Mitchell’’s last report 
was that the signatures of 20,100 shares haa 
been already secured, which makes 24,100 of 
the 37,500 needed fora majority. Mr. Mitch- 
ell said, however, a substantial majority 
was desired before the committee would be- 
gin its work. The First National Bank has 
not the required percentage of bonds of the 
Alley “‘L”’ to begin foreclosure proceedings 
after Oct. 1. Under thé conditions of the 
mortgage the trustee is empowered to begin 
foreclosure proceedings with the consent of 
25 per cent of the bondholders. It is an- 
nounced by the First National Bank that all 
the bonds needed t6 complete the 25 per cent 
can be secured at any time it may be de- 
sired. 

Clarence Buckingham, President of the 
Universal Gas company, says work is pro- 
gressing rapidly on the main plant which 
the company is building. There has been 
some delay owing to difficulty in getting 
structural iron for the roof. It is not the 
intention of the company to begin laying 
mains this fall. Work will begin in the 
spring, however, and it is expected the com- 
pany will begin furnishing gas between July 
1 and Dec. 1. President Buckingham said 
it was probable the company would be in 
operation in one year from the present time. 

There was a meeting of directors of the 
Chicago Gaslight and Coke company yes- 
terday, but it was announced after the meet- 
ing that nothing was done. 

The point raised by an Iowa national bank 
in regard to usury laws is not looked upon 
as of any great significance by Chicago 
bank Presidents. The Iowa bank took the 
ground that it was not subject to the State 
usury laws because it was a cregture of the 
Federal Government. 

“The law seems to be perfectly plain on 
the subject,’’ said President Lyman J. Gage 
of the First National Bank yesterday. “As 
we interpret the law it means that:-the ques- 
tion of what is usury is to be settled by the 
State statutes, but the penalty can only be 
fixed by. the Federal statutes. That is to 
Say, the penalty as fixed by the national bank 
act is the forfeiture of interest, or, if the 
interest is paid in advance, action may be 
brought in two: years for twice the full 
amount of interest paid. As to what con- 
stitutes usury the State statute must be the 
gauge. A State that would pass a statute, 
for instance, which would forfeit all the prin- 
cipal could not enforce such a law against a 
national bank.”’

Senator Sanders of Montana Says It wit

Ex-Senator W. F. Sanders of Montana was 
in the city yesterday. He is a director of the

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limited knowledge of the powers of the 
Legislature and of the purpose and effect of 
the civil service law. Ald. Madden has been 
connected with municipal affairs long 
enough to know that whatever authority the 


‘Council has was given it by the General As- 


sembly, and can be taken away by it. it 
can amend the city incorporation act 80 as 
to wipe the Council out of existence, Itcan 
take away some of its functions or add 
others. The municipal government is its 
creature. If it chooses it can repeal the 
present charter and substitute another for 
it without consulting the people. That has 
been done in the past. Or it can prepare one 
and let the people adopt it by vote or by 
stuffing the ballot boxes, as was the case 
with the present one. The General Assem- 
bly can modify that charter with or without 
the consent of the voters. But in important 
matters it has been In the habit of consulting 
them. 

The civil service act is in effect an amena- 
ment of the charter which the General As- 
sembly allowed citizens by a vote to adopt or 
reject. They adopted ft by a tremendous ma- 


poses a part of the city charter, as binding 
on the municipal authorities as any other 
portion of it, and has to be obeyed by 
them. If it makes any changes in methoas 
of doing business no “‘cénfiict” arises. The 
new provision of the charter, which must 


posed limitations and conditions which dia 
not exist before. 

What has the civil service law amendment 
to the charter done? It has not taken away 
from the Council any appointive power it 
had, for the Civil: Service Commission can 
appoint no one. The Council has providea 
by ordinance that the subordinate officers 
of the Department of Public Works shall be 
appointed by the Commissioner with the ap- 
proval of the Mayor, and that these’subordai- 
nate officers may appoint employés with the 
approval of the Commissioner. The civil 
service law does not take from the Council 
the power to give the making of these ap- 
pointments to others, or to fix their salaries, 
or to determine their number. 

All the civil service act does is to compel 
those who have been exercising the appoint- 
ing power to fill the offices with a different 
set of people from those to whom they have 
been giving places in the past, Under the 
unlimited power previously enjoyed and hor- 
ribly abused, the spoils-huckstering Alder- 
men and central committeemen, have se- 
lected about all the city employés. Theoret- 
ically the Mayor or the head of a department 
picked out his employés. Practically com- 
mitteemen and Aldermen gave henchmen 
offices so they could draw fat salaries while 
devoting all their time to the advancement 
of the interests of the spoils-hucksters they 
had been serving. Merit and fitness had 


“nothing to do with these appointments. It 


was not the expectation of the framers of 
the city charter that the power of appoint- 
ment would be abused thus. They assumed 
that competent men only would be selected. 

The civil service amendment creates a 
commission which does not appoint any one 
to o but which serves as a sieve to sepa- 
rate the good from the inferior grain. Those 
who are best fit to get into the city’s service 
hereafter can pass through its meshes, and 
those who are not will not. When thereisa 
place to be filled the commission gives the 
head of the department the name of the man 
who has passed the best examination, and he 
is appointed. But if after trial he turns out 
unsatisfactory for the place his chief dis- 
‘misses him. Under the old system the chief 
of the bureau would have had to appoint 
some spoils huckster’s man, and to continue 
him in officé even though utterly unfit. 

The object of the law is to compel officers 
who have the authority to make appoinft- 
ments to meke good ones whether they wish 
to do so or not. Formerly they were free to 
make good or bad selections, and they gen- 
,erally choee the latter. Henceforth they 
will be limited to the merit system of selec- 
tion. . 

Only an enemy of the merit system will 
question the power of the General Assembly 
to do that, or will say, as Ald. Madden is re- 
ported, that the civil service act is an at- 
tempt to “ override the charter.” That act 
is. a part of the charter of whatever city 
adopts it.

NO BOODLE IN LAKE-FRONT SETTLE- 
MENT 


The ordinance submitted to the Council 
by Mayor Swift for a final settlement of the 
Lake-Front question has been referred to a 
joint committee consisting of that on 
wharves and public grounds and the one on 
streets and alleys of the South Division. 
The latter committee contains some Alder- 
men who rank with the “tough” element, 
and it may be suspected that this fact con- 
stituted a reason why its Chairman, Mc- 
Carthy, insisted on the reference to his com- 
mittee. There is no question that a strong 
belief has grown up in the city the last two 
or three days that some Aldermen think 
boodle money may be squeezed out of the 
final settlement between the city and the 
railroad. They have got it into their heads 
that the Illinois Central is so anxious to 
settle that it will do all it agreed to with the 


Mayor and in addition thereto pay a round 


sum of money for distribution among those 
of the Aldermen whose rule it is to do noth- 
ing except under the influence of bribery. 
This much may be said to justify the sus- 
picion. The conditional agreement between 
the Mayor and the Illinois Central is so 
much for the advantage of the city that it 
is hard’ to understand how any Alderman 
witk any regard to the good of Chicago can 
object to it. 

The point is said to be made by some of the 
Aldermen that the fee to the land on the 
Lake-Front rests in the State, that the Su- 
preme Court has decided the city has the 
right to use and improve, but only within 
limits marked out by the Supreme Court. 
It is claimed the State could make trouble 
for the city in the matter of the proposed ex- 
change of a few acres of ground at the north 
end of the park for a slightly larger piece at 
the south end. It is alleged by professional 
boodlers that the city could not give title in 
such a swap without consent of the Legis- 
lature, but it is not stated on what ground 
the State could in justice refuse, when the 
land covered by water to be ceded by the IIli- 
nois Central is of at least as much value as 
that to be received in exchange for it. The 
Legislature certainly could not object to the 
transfer without acting the part of “ the dog 
in the manger,” and it is not to be supposed 
it would treat the City of Chicago in such a 
scurvy fashion. 
ger of refusal. It may be set down as abso- 
lutely certain the Legislature will confirm 
the action of the city when asked to do so. 
It can gain nothing by refusing. 

So this objection of the boodlers is of no 
force in law and morals, and the only other 
one raised is by an Alderman who ought to 
know better that “if the scheme be carried 
out the Lake-Front will become a loafing 
place for the scum of the First Ward.” 

But no such trouble is complained of in 
Boston, where for more than a hundred and 
fifty years they have had a large park in the 
heart of that city, which holds much the 
same relation to Boston that our Lakc- 
Front Park will sustain to Chicago. The 
“common people” walk and sit on the Bos- 
ton Comimon and otherwise enjoy the uses 
of that park. They are of the class of folks 
whom this Alderman designates as “scum,” 
but they do not misbehave themselves, and 
esthetic Boston not only tolerates their use 
and enjoyment of the ground but glories in 
it. So this nice, delicate “gentleman’”’ of 
the Eighth. Ward needs not to turn up his 
nose quite so high. Chicago can afford to 
accommodate its “common people’ with 
fresh, pure air quite as well as Boston can, 
without making a loafing place for the 
“scum,”’ and will have a magnificent sheet of 
water for its background, which Boston has 
not. So far from being an occasion of of- 
fense, our Lake Park will be of enormous 
value to the people when it is laid out and 
improved, and no power of a sinister, snob 
demagogue can divert it from that purpose. 
We now have none toomany parks, and this 
will be the closest of a great area in the more 
densely settled portion of the city, occupied 
by nearly a million of our people. It will be 
nearer to them than either Jackson, Doug- 
las, Garfield, Humboldt, or Lincoln Park, 
and that million of people includes a great 
many pretty good’ taxpayers who hardly 
ought to be called ‘“‘scum’’ by a no account 
Alderman of the Eighth Ward. 


THE ABSURDITY OF PAPAL POLITICAL 
: POWER. 

The latest absurdity in connection with 
the ridiculous effort to restore the political 
despotism of the Pope over the capital of 
Italy is the proposition to purchase the City 
of Rome from the nation and present it to 
him to rule over as he pleases. 

The party of the first part, the half million 
people of Rome, will never give their con- 
sent to this scheme, If the authorities 
should attempt to make such a transfer they 
could not consummate the bargain without 
bloodshed. The great majority of the Roman 
people have long been determined that their 
city should resume its old position of capi- 
tal of. Italy. So strong was this feeling 
among them half ‘a century ago that when 
Garibaldi appeared with his handful of red- 
shirted soldiers in 1846 the people of Rome 
threw open the gates of their city in spite 
of the Pope and set up a political govern- 
ment, and repudiated the political rule of 
the Vatican.’ The latter most reluctantly 
surrendered to the popular sentiment. 

Napoleon the little not long afterwards 
sent an army of Frenchmen to Italy, be- 
sieged the City of Rome, overthrew the peo- 
ple’s home government, and reinstated the 
Pope as the political autocrat of the city. 
Napoleon ! IIl., with his French cohorts, de- 
stroyed self t and left a garrison 
of 20,000 alien troops to maintain the Papal 
political authority upon the pro 
Romans. They were continued there as an 
armed alien garrison to keep the Pope upon 
his throne against the wishes of the people 
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into it from all patte of Italy, and 


was under the Pope. 


comes the proposition to overthrow 


Roman “home rule,’” to deprive the kingdom - 


of its ancient capital, to tear out the central 
ces called the “States of the Church,’ 

and 
against the sentiments of nine-tenths of the 
people of Rome and all Italy. 

_ How did the Pope first get the authority to 
set up political power? Not from. the people 
of Rome or Italy, whence all such power 
rightly comes. When Emperor Charlemagne 
of France and parts of Germany was making 
hims¢lf master of other parts of Europe he 
conquered Italy and overthrew its local 
governments, By virtue of his military 
power and his autocratic ambitions he made 


'@ present of Central Italy, including the 


City of Rome, to the Pope. He stripped the 
people of their political rights by sword and 
spear, gave them body and soul to the Pope. 
That is all the authority for the papal polit- 
ical power. Charlemagne had no other au- 
thority than the brutal old dogma that 
might makes right. The Pope did not have 
the popular sanction for his violent trans- 
fer. He and his successors have had no bet- 
ter authority for their title than a gift from 
a conqueror, to be broken whenever tho 
That opportunity 
came in 1847, and the people gladly broke 
the Charlemagne gift to the Pope. France 
restored it, but the Franco-German war gave 
the péople of Rome a chance to again be- 
come the capital of Italy, and they grasped 
it with alacrity. 

The people of Rome have had to bear a 
huge military burden in order to be prepared 
to defend their autonomy against French in- 
vasion. They have been heavily taxed, and 
they have been burdened with a civil list out 
of proportion to their wealth, but they prefer 
all this to the loss of their political rights of 
self-government and to the surrender of 
their ancient capital to France or the Pope. 
They will never surrender theif capital with- 
out enormous bloodshed, and the world will 
sustain them in that determination. Let 
the Pope attend to his spiritual functions, 
and the 30 millions of Italians will look after 
their political home rule. : 


THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW TO BE TESTED. 

‘William E. Mason, counsel for some of the 
old soldiers who aré disputing the legality 
of the 45-year-age limit, has notified the Cor- 
poration Counsel. of his intention to file a 
bill for an injunction, and the Corporation 
Counsel has agreed to file an answer be- 
half of the Civil Service Commission id is 
willing that there shall be a hearing this 
week if possible. 

At ithe request of the Civil Service Com- 
mission the Corporation Counsel has studied 
the law creating it. He says in his opinion, 
printed elsewhere, that the law plainly pro- 
vides for an age limitation. As no specific 
instructions were given it became the duty 
of the commission to fix such limits as it 
deemed reasonable and just. As to whether 
those decided on are such he does not ex- 
press a positive opinion, but he seems to in- 
timate that they are when he calls attention 
to the requirement of the statute that orig- 
inal appointments shall be made in the lower 
grades as far as practicable, so there may 
be opportunities for the promotion of trained 
men. 

The Corporation Counsel says positively 
that the commission can make no discrimi- 
nation in favor of old soldiers. If it en- 
forees age limits against any it must enforce 
them against the old soldiers also, for the 
Legislature has not empowered it to make 
any exception in their favor, nor does the. 
Federal statute, as Mr. Beale points out, 
go as far as some champions of the veterans 
ask the commission to go. That statute 
says a preference shall be given to persons 
honorably discharged from the service on 
account of disability resulting from wounds 
or sickness incurred tm the line of duty. 
That preference is shown them by the Fed- 
eral Civil Service Boards by adding five 
points to their rating. 

The Commissioners know what the strength 
of the public.sentiment on the side of the 
old sdidiers is. But they have to be gov- 
erned by what their legal adviser tells them 
the law is. He, however, is going into court 
forthwith, and there all these questions will 
be disposed of finally. The powers of the 
Legislature and the extent of the discretion 
given the commission will be settled. All 
parties concerned are so anxious to expedite 
the matter that it ought to be disposed of long 
before any considerable number of offices 
to be filled under the law are vacant.

“ QHICKAMAUGA NATIONAL PARK. 
Before the autumn of 1863 the Confeder- 
ates had been routed at Gettysburg and 
Grant had captured Vicksburg with its gar- 
rison of 30,000 men. The one Confederate 
force which had escaped defeat was the 
Army of the Tennessee undér Bragg, con- 
fronted by the Army of the Cumberland 
under Rosecrans.

The first day’s battle was a fight for posi- 
tion, the Confederates trying to head off the 
Union forces from reaching Chattanooga, 
and the desperate effort of that contest was 
to turn Rosecrans’ left and cut off communi- 
cations with Chattanooga. When the day's 
fighting ended the, Confederates had made 
some advance upon the right and center, 
but Rosecrans had held his position. Not- 
withstanding the terrific onslaughts made 
upon his lines his men repulsed the attack. 
That night the Union line was reconstruct- 
ed, and that same night Longstreet arrived 
from: Virginia with 10,000 fresh veteran 
traons from Lee’s army and reported to

tion. It was the last desperate effort to 
crush the Union Army of the Cumberland, 
and failed by reason of Thomas’ stubborn, 
aid mt resistance with 40, 000 men against 
70,000 rebels.

That brilliant dash which had distinguished 
the Southwestern Confederate was gone 
forever. That barren victory sealed the 
fate of the Southern Confederacy.”’ The 
rebels had found their blood match in the 
Western volunteers. 

It is this great battle which will be cele- 
brated this week by Union and Confederate 
veterans alike, and most appropriately so, 
as both displayed upon that bloody field the 
most heroic qualities of the American sol- 
dier. North and South can well afford to 
meet on that spot and: join hands in récon- 
ciliation, It has been set apart as a national 


park, and Northern ang Southern States. 


alike are privileged to commemorate the 
courage of their troops with enduring me- 
morials and to designate every detail of those 
two days’ mayements in such manner that 
the park will a grand object lesson in the 
art of war—the only complete object lesson 
of its kind in the world.

Imagine that we are living. under 
a government in love with beauty, or at least 
inimical to ugliness—a government whose 
first care is to retain for modern thi a 
little harmony and a little style, and which 
froclaims, like the ancient Greeks, that “the 
most religious act is to exhibit pure forms.” 
That government would be weary of the 
forms, more and more hideous, that the 
French people exhibit delightfully to the 
light of day. It would be weary of the puffed 
sleeves that overthrow the proportions of 
the feminine body, destroy the lines, and ap- 
pear to be made to conceal deformities. It 
would, be weary of the bicycle. Perhaps its. 
use would be tolerated for men, since it 
serves country physicians, and since in our 
utilitarian age man is not expected to be 
handsome. But the government inimical to 
ugliness would try to save what remains of 
beauty in the world, and prohibit women 
from using that sinister"machine which 
makes geometrical angles of their suppic 
and sinuous curves, breaks their backs, lifts 
their shoulders, and, finally, by the odious 
alternate motion of their ascending knees, 
makes them resemble remolders, dogs in a 
turnspit, or monkeys climbing, or the zine 
automatons which came to us from America 
last winter.

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Finds Fault with Various Things, 

Eau Claire, Wis., Sept. 12.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. }—Although the country bas prospered 
pretty well in the past, there are some serious 
impediments to its present and future welfare, 
one of which, and may be the biggest, is the 
. We see the saloon 
in every village and city, with a few laudable ex- 
ceptions, and three-fourths of them are run by 
the worst element of the foreign population, who 
have come to the country not for the country's 
good. And when they are remonstrated with 
their reply—in the language of New York’s one- 
time boss— is: * What are you going to do about 
it?” These saloons entail a greater evil and joss 
upon the rest of mankind than all the losses by 
fire and storm in the country—four times over— 
and there has not yet been found a remedy. 

This foreign element of saloonkeeper with a 
small sprinkling of natives is mainiy responsi- 
bie forthe keeping huddied together—in towns 
and cities—so large number of the poor people 
who otherwise would go into the country and 
settle up and cultivate the land (which is wait- 
ing in large amounts for the husbandman), and 
thereby support—tn independence—their fami- 
lies, and the cities would be gainers by their ab- 
sence. Although nothing new can be said about 
the evil of rum and whi guzzling, yet the half 
has never been told. 

Another serious evil that threatens the country 
is the unrestricted destruction of the growing 
timber of which future geyerations will—too 
late—realize. This danger is being more or less 
aired at present, but is too much ignored. 

Another ‘trouble which is yeariy assuming 
bigger proportions is the univergal voting 
franchise that allows every man an equal voice 
in the financial management of the busines» of 
the country whether their interests are the same 
or not.

“ Everybody connected with the city la- 
boratory has been kept so busy working on 
these milk cases for the last four weeks,”’ 
said Prof. Kennicott yesterday, “ that no 
attention has been given to the water sup-. 

And so long-as the milk business con- | 
tinues I do not see how we can go into an 
investigation of mineral waters unless Com-. 
missioner Kerr gives us more help.”

Politics at the Great 
Northern Hotel demanded so much of his 
attention yesterday that scarcely anything’ 
was done in the matter. Henry H. Heiser, 
No. 142 La Salle street, left a quart bottle 
of Colorado Lithia on Mr. Kerr’s desk to be * 
analyzed. He has the distinction of being 
the first dealer to come forward/and request 
that his product be tested. |

City Authorities Getting Much the Better 
ofthe Big Fight. 

There was a decided change in the attitude 
of everybody engaged in the prosecution, 
defense, and trial of mille cases yesterday. 
The city authorities were not so outspoken: 
in their determination to adopt extreme 
measures and milkmen displayed evidences 
of being afraid to go on calling for jury. 
trials lest they should find themselves de- 
prived of their licenSes and thus thrown out 
of business. 

So when Attorney Redfield and Assistant 
City Prosecutor Hunt faced each other in 
Justice Hoglund’s court yesterday they were 
far less vigorous in manner and speech than 
previously.: Mr. Redfield professed to be the 
legal representative of twelve or fifteen deal- 
ers whose cases were to be called at 10 
o‘clock. Hunt gave notice that he would cer- 
tainly nonsuit every one in which the young 
atforney asked for a jury. This caused a 
noisy stir among the dealers present. They 
did not, when it came to a showdown, relish 
the idea of having their licenses revoked, 
Instead, therefore, of demanding trial then 
Redfield, on behalf of his clients, commenced 
taking changes of venue to Justice Wood's 
court. This move was explained by the city 
people as another dodge to delay matters 
and gain time, and one officialexclaimed: — 

**We've got them on the run!’’ | 

On the other hand Redfield asserted “‘they 
are coming our way.” :
